After writing a note addressed to 
the Coroner, in which he gave the rea- 
sons for his suicide and suggested that 
van inquest was unnecessary, George R. 
Jobson of Oklahoma City killed him- 
self with a dose of morphine in his 
room at the Rozier Hotel Friday morn- 
ing. 

The body was discovered a few min- 
utes after noon. Catharine Barrett, a 
chambermaid, unable to get a response 
to Knocking on Jobson's door, called 
Jesse Davidson, one of the bellboys. 
The boy climbed to tle transom and 
saw what he thought was Jobson in a 
deep sleep. 

Clerk W. C. Stark was called, and 
not being able to force the hall door, 
he gained entrance into the room 
through a folding door in an adjoining 
room. 

They found Jobson partially dressed 
Iving on the bed dead. After calling a 
physician, who said that the man had 
been dead for several hours from mor- 
phine poisoning, the attaches of the 
hotel discovered what elaborate prep- 
arations the man had made for his 
death,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 8—A. 38.

“The duty s laid on the shipper, and 
it is incumbent on him to guard against 
a violation either of the law or the

Mrs. Margaret Walter, 60 years old, 
is at her home,' 1931 South Compton av- 
enue, with slight bruises and a possible 
fracture of the left shoulder after hav- 
ing had a remarkable escape fromgseri- 
ous injury when the horse she was driv- 
ing ran away and her phaeton was 
Struck by a street car and demolished.

PLANS FOR EXTENSIONS 





Proceeds of Bond Issue Will Be 
Used for Improvements 
and New Lines, 





Press dispatches from New York an- 
nounce that George J. Gould and his 
associates in control of the Wabash 
Railroad Co. have perfected plans for 
a complete financial reorganization of 
that system by issuing bonds to the 
amount of $200,000,000, secured by a gen- 
eral mortgage on all the lines, for im- 
provements and extensions to be made 
from time to time. 

The improvements planned by the 
Wabash, it is understood, include ah 
appropriation of at least $10,000,000 for 
St. Louis terminal facilities, the Wa- 
bash having abandoned its East side 
terminals Jan. 1. 

The road has made. extensive pur- 
chases in North St. Louis recently and 
yards are being cleared for terminal 
tracks. E. B. Pryor, third vice-presi- 
dent of the Wabash, who has charge 
of the construction of these terminals, 
is now in New York in consultation 
with Mr. Gould. 

According to the New York dis- 
patches the new issue: of bonds will be 
at 4 per cent and will mature in & 
years. As collateral for the new bonds 
the Wabash will deposit the stocks and 
bonds of ail its subsidiary companies, 
including a general mortgage on its 
main lines. , 

The A debenture bonds of the com- 
pany, amounting to $3,500,000, will be re- 


deemed at par and the B bonds, of 
which there are $26,500,000 outstanding, 
will be retired on the basis of 7 per 
cent of the new 4 per cent bonds, 

An underwriting syndicate coriposed 
of the New York firms of Blair @ Co. 
and William A. Read @& Co. has been 
formed to dispose of the new issue of 
securities.

FERRIS OF BOONVILLE 
KNOWS NOTHING OF WAIF

SOON VILLE, a June 8.—J. C. Far- 
ris of this city, a former official of the 
Reform School for Boys here, denies 
any knowledge of Willis Farris, the 5- 
year-old waif from Texas. He declares 
he is expecting.no child from Texas. A 
telegram was received by Agent Waltz 
yesterday afternoon from the agent at 
San Antonio, Tex.. as follows: 

‘A gmall man applied for a half-fare 
ticket at this office for a boy, who was 
to be sent to Boonville, Mo. He said he 


had a message from his people at Boon- 

ville, who desired that the boy be sent 
to them. He also stated that he would 
wire the persons at Boonville to meet 
the boy and at what time. He did not 
show the message’ 

The conductor of the Pullman, in 
whose charge the boy was placed, was 
in Boonville last night. en route on re- 
turn trip to San Antonio. 

‘<A small man came to my car with 

the boy,’’ he said, “told him to sit down 
in a seat and placed a suit case in front 
of him, and at the same time instruct- 
ed ‘the child to keep his seat. He then 
asked me the cost of a berth to Boon- 
ville, Mo., and the amount required for 
meals. I approximately told him and 
he gave me the money and instructed 
me to care for the child and put him off 
at Boonville, as relativés would be in 
waiting for him.” 

The conductor expressed regret that 

~ he had placed so much confidence in the 
man’s story. He further stated that the 
boy had caused him no trouble, and was 
in the best of humor throughout the 
trip. 
The child told Agent Waltz that his 
supposed mother, Mrs. Carstead, had 
bought some of his clothes in New York 
and Mexico City. . The boy shows that 
he comes from a wealthy family and 
has been in charge of a nurse. It ap- 
pears from his k that he was taken 
from home several months ago, and, ex- 
cited as he is now, there are three dis- 
tinct things that appear in his mind 
when talking, and these are New York 
City and home, Torreon, Mexico, and 
San Antonio, Tex. 

All of the railroad men on the Katy 
seem deeply interested in the case and 
are anxious to have the mystery 
cleared.

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MEN ARRESTED. 
AFTER PAWNING 
AN AUTOMOBILE

Prisoners in Kansas City Are 
Charged With Extensive 
Swindling Schemes, 





POSED AS MEN OF WEALTH 





Bought Expensive Motor and 
Hired Chauffeur to Run 
the Machine. 


After a career of three months in St. 
Louis, during which they lived like 
men of leisure; maintaining a $3800 au- 
tomobile and a salaried chauffeur, 
wearing diamonds and carrying large 
roils of money, Charles J. Raymond, 
also known as J. B. Rogers, and Morris 
O. Biederman are under arrest in Kan- 
sas City, held for the St. Louls and In- 
dianapolis police accused of fraud. Ray- 
mond is also wanted in San Francisco. 

The local police received word Friday 
noon that Raymond will be taken back 
to Indianapolis to be tried there on a 
charge of forgery or false pretenses, 
and Biedermann will.be taken to Union 
to be tried for getting the money from 
the banker there to whom he pawned 
the automobile. 

Detectives Cabanne and Schenck 
traced Raymond and Biederman to Kan- 
sas City by following the trail of the 
automobile bought in St. Louis, and 
pawned by Biederman to a banker at 
Union, Mo., for money with which to 
Pay a fine for running without a li- 
cense, The machine was purchased from 
the Western. Automobile Co. 

Besides the accusation made by the 
company from which Raymond bought 
the automobile, giving his note in ex- 
change, he is wanted to explain the re- 
turn of a check he gave a tailoring com- 
pery. He is also charged with ob- 
tri.su.c $200 from <A. E. Jacobs of 
262 Chouteau avenue under false pre- 
tens2s. The police of San Francisco say 
that Raymond is wanted there in con- 
nection with a $12,000 hotel deal and a 
$6000 diamond transaction, 


Had Plenty of Money. 

Informations were issued from the 
Circult Attorney's office Friday morn- 
ing charging Raymond and Biedermann 
with re@giving $200 from Jacobs by false 
pretenses. 

Raymond met Biedermann after com- 
ing to St. Louis from Frisco in April. 
They went to live at the Plaza Hotel, 
3127 Locust street, where Raymond reg- 
istered under the name of J. B. Rogers. 
Their actions there attracted a great 
deal of attention. They exhibited massive 
rolls of ills, dressed flashily, wore dia- 
moms and spent money as fast as they 
could. They seemed to have plenty of 
leigure time and every evening went 
automobile riding. 

Biederman attarcted more attention 
at the hotel than Rogers, by reason of 
the fact that he stopped there last fall, 
at which time. he was without funds. 
His appearance on his second visit pre- 
sented a striking contrast to his first. 
‘Guests who knew him on his first visit 
asked him how he acquired his sudden 
wealth and he replied that he had 
“struck a few suckers since then.’’ 

Rogers became infatuated with a 
woman who was stopping at the hotel 
and gave her a diamond ring worth 

She disappeared after getting the 
ring and Rogers referred to the incident 
as a g00d joke on himself. 


Had Real Estate Office. 


While posing as insurance men at 
the hotel, they maintained an elabo- 
rately furnished office in the Century 
Building, where they pretended to 
conduct a real estate business, Ray- 


mond, or Rogers, representing himself 
as executor and manager of the “Ray- 
mond estate.’’ 

Abe Jacobs called at the office in 
the Century Building in response to 
an advertisement. He purchased a 
half interest in the real estate busi- 
ness for $200. 

A week ago last Tuesday Raymond 
purchased a $3800 automobile from 
the Western Automobile Co, and en- 
Bagec the services of W. H. Rogers, 
a chauffeur in the employ of the com- 
pany, agreeing to pay him $25 a week 
to run the machine. The first day he 
went out with his new employer 
Rogers says Raymond was very busy, 
driving about from place to place and 
drinking with various men. He 
seemed to be doing an enormous busi- 
ness. 

Friday evening of last week Raymond 
took a woman out riding with him and 
when they reached the North and South 
road in the county, Rayniond ordered 
Rogers to speed the machine. Deputy 
Sheriff Fink arrested Rogers and took 
him before Justice Priess, where he was 
released on a $200 bond ‘¢urnished by 
Raymond. Rogers’ case was set for 
today. Raymond promised to see Rog- 
ers out of his trouble, but when Rogers 
called at the Century Building Monday 
afternoon he discovered that Raymond 
had gone. : 

Traced by Auto and Trunk. 
In Justice Priess’ court Friday morn- 
ing Rogers was fined $100 and costs, but 
the fine was remitted when the circum- 
stances of the case were told. Samuel 
Breadon, representing the Western Au- 
tomobdile Co., was in court and paid the 
costs, 
In the meantime the detectives were 
looking for Raymond and Biedermann 
for the deal in which they got $200 from 
Jacébs. The automobile incident at 
Union furnished the detectives with a 
clew which led them to the Plaza Ho- 
tel. There they learned that Raymond 
had shipped his trunk and had departed 
hurriedly. The detectives got a descrip- 
tion of the trunk and going to the Unoin 
Station found that it had been checked 
to Kansas City.

NEW YORK, June 8.—The New York 
World. prints the following editorial to- 
day on the subject of the 1908 presiden- 
tial nomination, under the caption, 
“Why Not Mr. Bryan?’ 

‘Four Democratic State conventions 
this week have indorsed Mr. Bryan for 
President of the United States, but thus 
far not a single Republican State con- 
vention has indorsed him. Is this _in- 
gratitude or a stupid neglect of political 
opportunity? 

“We read in the Washington corre- 
spondence of our Republican neighbor, 
the Press, that ‘the prospective nomina- 
tion of Bryan for the presidency ,gives 
the Republicans food for serious 
thought.’ It appears according to this 
correspondent that after the Republican 
field is scanned only two men are seen 
who would be likely to make a com- 
mendable contest against Mr. Bryan— 
President Roosevelt himself and Sen- 
ator Lafolette of Wisconsin. Mr. Roose- 
velt has emphatically declared that he 
would not accept another nomination, 
and Senator Lafollette’s availability is 
somewhat dubious; so. why should not 
the Republicans indorse Mr, Bryan, too? 

“Where will they find another cardl- 
date who is more closely in sympathy 
with Mr. Roosevelt's policies? Mr. bry- 
an advocated Federal vegulation of 
freight rates, years before Mr. Roose- 
velt dreamed of making it an adminis- 
trative measure. All of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
trust-busting policies reveal a close and 
thoughtful study of Mr. Bryan's elo- 
quent speeches. Mr. Bryan lavors Fed- 
eral licenses for corporations and has 
been one of the stanch Supporters ot 
Mr. Roosevelt’s second administration. 
Like Mr. Roosevelt, he believes in ‘the 
man with a patch on his breeches.’ | 
is true that Mr. Bryan's record on the 
money question is bad—little better, in 
fact, than Uncle Joe Cannon s—but that 
issue is dead and there is _ no occa- 
sion for dragging the remains from their

+ ee Republicans might protest that 
Mr. Bryan’s tariff views disqualify him 
for a Republican nomination, but_such 
criticism is specious. Both Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Koosevelt were ardent free 
traders in their feverish and undis- 
ciplined youth, and both are now-uncer- 
stood to favor a revision of the Dingley 
schedules, although Mr. Roosevelt pre- 
fers not to talk about it.

Acting as his own lawyer, he ad- 
dressed the jurors as follows: 

“Withe the consent of my family, I 
have decided that we shall all die if I 
am convicted. My wife, my son and 
mother-in-law have agreed to this.

NEW ORLEANS, June 8—L. A. 
Gourdain has a long record in both the 
State and Federal courts here. In the 
State Criminal District Court the in- 
dictments against Gourdain started in 
1896, and continued until a comparative- 


ly recent date. The one for criminal 
libel secured by Attorney-General Wal- 
ter Guion is still pending. 

Here is the record: , 

Indicted on charge of obtaining mon- 
ey under false pretenses, embezzlement 
and grand larceny; found not guilty 
Aug. 20, 1896.

From 1896 to 1900 Gourdain was in- 
dicted 39 times on separate counts, 
charged with violating lottery laws. In- 
dictments were nolle prosequied. 

Indicted in 1904 for criminal libel 
against Judge Walter Guion, Attorney- 
General; case still pending. 

Gourdain was arrested a number of 
times by the United States Marshal for 
alleged violations of the United States 
laws relative to sending lottery matter 
through the mails and receiving lottery 
matter, but he always managed to clear 
himself on preliminary examination, the 
evidence not being sufficient to make 
out a case against him. 

A few years ago he came before the 
United States Circuit Court, accom- 
panied by an attorney, for the purpose 
of filing a mandamus _ proceeding 
against the Southern Express Co. to 
compel the company to accept a pack- 
age for transmission to another city, 
but his aepemation was denied because 
of want of jurisdiction on the part of 
the United States courts in a contro- 
neeey between citizens of the same 

ate. 


GOURDAIN’S AGENTS 
CAUGHT IN ST. LOUIS. 


Warrants charging the establishment 
of a lottery and the sale of lottery 
tickets signed by L. A. Gourdain were 
issued on June 29, 196, against Clay- 
ton L. Stoner and his wife, Mrs. Emma 
Stoner, of 4018 Morgan street, St. Louis. 
Five local detectives made the arrests 
and confiscated about 500 blank tickets 
which purported to be options for $1 
from the Louisiana Trust Banking Co. 
of New Orleans on numbered sections 
of the “Capital Oil Lands,”’ in Vermill- 
ion Parish, La. 

With the tickets were also taken cop- 
les of lists, resembling lottery prize 
lists, which showed a capital cash prize 
of $300,000 and other subsidiary and ap- 
proximate prizes. 

It was charged that Stoner had es- 
tablished agencies for the sale of these 
“options,” and that Detective Cunning- 
ham was one of the men employed by 
him as a branch manager. 

Letters taken with the “options” 
and the lists bore the stamp of the 
Louisiana Trust Co. and the date line, 
“New Orleans, La., via Chicago.” The 
St. Louis authorities claimed that 
branches for the sale of these “op- 
tions” had been established through- 
out the country. 
The warrant against Stoner charged 
him with establishing a lottery. Mrs, 
Stoner was charged with selling lot- 
tery tickets. ,

ASKS MANY QUESTIONS 





Wants to Know How Much

g00d to see and study and to try to 
know your fellow men; to observe the 
differences in individuals and nations; to 
learn to love more, to pity, and, above 
all, to be wisely tolerant.” 

So thoughtfully said John D. Rocke- 
feller. He was at Cherbourg’s fruit and 
flower market. All around him were 
Normandy country people in their pic- 
turesque costumes; the perfume of buds 
and the inviting odors of fruits filled the 
air. “The wealthiest man in the world’”’ 
seemed to be as happy as a boy; as free 
from care as a contented beggar. Cer- 
tainly Mr. Rockefeller is employing ev- 
ery moment “to see and to study and 
to try to know” his fellow men of 
Cherbourg. —~ | 

He has established the most genial 
relations with everyone in and around 
the Hotel Casino. He readily writes 
his autograph for anyone who asks him 
oh little “views of Cherbourg,’ which 
travelers wish to take away and citi- 
zens desire to preserve as souvenirs of 
“the rich American.’’ Small boys have 
been messengers today for some of the 
more modest persons who have asked 
for these souvenirs. Mr. Rockefeller 
has studied these small boys, closely 
questioning them. A 

‘How much do you earn?” he always 
asked. Then, ‘“‘How much do you pay 


for your clothes?” and invariably, “How 


much do you give to yeur mother?” 
He asked some of the boys, ‘““‘What are 
you going to be when you grow up to be 
a man?’ 
One saucy youngster instantly replied: 
“T am going to be a petroleum king.”’ 


Mr. Rockefeller laughed until the 
tears ran down his cheeks. 

Plainly, someone had been reading the 
Paris L’Eclair to the pert, small boy. 
That newapaper contains an article on 
“the petrofeum king.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
translated the article to Mr. Rockefel- 
ler. He winced percept at several 
harsh phrases and said, ingenuously: 

“Leaving me out of the question, how 
is it possible for newspaper men _ t0 
write so untruthfully?’ 

He seemed surprised when the corre- 
spondent told him that each newspaper 
clips and files away everything that is 
printed about him. 

‘Ts it possible!’’ he exclaimed. 

After a short stroll from his hotel, 
Mr. Rockefeller sat down and watched 
the passing peasants and fishermen. 
First he seated himself on a stone block 
before the hotel steps, then he grate- 
fully took a cane chair which a hotel 
employe placed on the pavement. 
Employing a clerk in the Casino as 
interpreter, Mr. Rockefeller got into 
conversation with all sorts and kinds of 
people—bare-legged peasant women, 
carters, everybody. He asked all the 
same questions. 

“Money” Favorite Topic. 


Of the women he inquired: ‘How 
large is your family?” How much does 
it cost you to live?’ “Do you save any 


money?” 
The men he questioned about the 


taxes they pay and the military service 
they perform. 

Sevéral times, with a group of gaping 
peasants around him, Mr. Rockefeller 
lost himself in thoughts, which he mut- 
tered half aloud. Recalling himself, he 
pointed out conditions in which Europe 
surpassed America, or the other way. 

Mr. Rockefeller repeatedly denied that 
he has any purpose other than to visit 
his daughter. But all the questions he 
asks and all the comments he makes 
gives the cleanest proof that he is care- 
fully studying and comparing means of 
living and of improving the condition 
of the ~~. 

He inquired particularly what recent 
progress had been made in France in 
the hygiene of infants. 

He wished to know, too, what part 
charitable institutions take in the na- 
tion’s life, and how, without neglectin 
the immediate claims of the needy an 
suffering, demoralization of recipients 
of charity is prevented. , 

He is curiously anxious about the 
treatment of tramps and town beggars 
in this republic. He was in the mid- 
dle of a long discourse on tramps when 
he was startled by a very small and 
ragged urchin, who, hat in hand and 
pleading in his eyes, laid a dirty lit- 
tle fist on his chair. 

Mr. Rockefeller gently waved a re- 
fusal to the beggar boy, but, as he per- 
sisted, a bystander spoke to him, not 
sharply.

TEACHERS IN AUDIENCE 





Minister Reminds Her She 


Should Include Christ 
as Anarchist. 


Taking for her subject. ‘‘Misconcep- 
tion of Anarchism,” Emma Goldman 
spoke for two hours Thursday night to 
»0 persons on the third floor of Druid’'s 
Hiall about the “uselessness of govern- 
ment” and how,to overthrow the State 
without the use of dynamite bombs and 
daggers. 

Addressing her audience as féllow 
workingmen, she told them not to be- 
lieve the various rumors they hear 
about anarchism. She said: 

“The people who circulate these ru- 
mors know nothing about the philoso- 
‘phy of anarchism. They say the most 
Outrageous things about us—things 
that make your hair stand. They make 
you believe that every anarchist is en- 
gaged in the occupation of making 
dynamite, carrying bombs and daggers, 
and plotting murder and destruction, If 
they would accuse us of trying to do 
away with tyranny we would cheerfully 
plead guilty to the charge. We recog- 
nize the equality of all men. 

“Anarchism ig not the idea of a dis- 
eased mind nor the desire of a crank. 
People who say we want to destroy so- 
ciety do not know what they are talk- 
ing about. It is impossible to destroy 
society. We are students of human life. 
The State has never acted as an in- 
centive to human activity. What has 
the State ever done to promote any of 
the great talents or industries? The 
State has done nothing but blocked the 
progress of these things. The State 
never recognized such men as Emer- 
son, Walt Whitman, Thoreau, Darwin 
or Spencer. They were the greatest ex- 
ponents anarchism ever had. 

“They were recognized by the whole 
world, but not by the Government, 
They sacrificed themselves for their 
ideals. The world is divided into 
specks, each speck having a Govern- 
ment which thinks its speck the gem 
of the ocean. Each Government to be 
what it thinks it is and boasts of be- 
ing—a world power—tried to steal the 
biggest part of the map. War is legal 
murder. The money spent in main- 
taining Government should be spent 
for education of the people. 

“Government is based on graft and 
corruption, ignorance and submission. 
Who wants to be governed? It’s Gov- 
ernment that needs to be governed, 
not the people. Anarchism does not 
preach violence, but the State prac- 
tices it. There are two kinds of crim- 
inals—the one wears stripes, the oth- 
er wears uniforms with = shoulder 
straps and brass buttons, 


“Protected by Law.” 


The one takes a risk when he com- 
mits violence, the other is protected by 
law. Every policeman and every police- 


man’s club stand@ for violence. Every- 
body and everything that stands for 
government stands for violence. Law 
and society did all in their power to 
crush the spirit of Alexander Berk- 
man, who was sent to prison 13 years 
ago. He walked out of prison the oth- 
er day a deeper thinker and a greater 
revolutionist than ever before.’’ 

Berkman is the anarchist who was 
recently released from a Pennsylvania 
prison where he served 13 years for at- 
tacking H. C. Frick, tne millionaire 
Pittsburg manufacturer.

SAYS WILL PAY CLAIMS 





Concern Had Branches in Sev- 
eral Towns in Illinois and 
Indiana. 


The Schauble-Oakes Commission Co., 
with headquarters at 205 North Third 
Street, St. Louis; and with a dozen of 
branch offices in Dlinois, Indiana and 
Kentucky, has quit business and all 
of ‘the offices are closed, Reports from 
various towns where the concern has 
had branches where orders were taken 
for transactions in grain and _ stocks 
Say that the company has been doing 
a good business in most places, though 
in some of the towns where offices 
have been recently opened not many 
customers have been found. 

The concern was established about 
six months ago by H. C. Schauble and 
Harry Oakes of Bluffs, Ill. After the 
office was opened here branches were\ 
established in various small towns and | 
an extensive business was.done by 
wire. Schauble, the St. Louis manager, 
has been out of the city several days. 

F. ¢ Funk, an attorney of Bluffs, 
came to St. Louts Friday to investi- 
gate the situation. He represents Mr. 
Oakes, a member of the firm, who had 
ordered the various local managers to 
close their books and quit business. 

‘‘We have closed permanently,’’ said 
Harry Oakes, from over the Bluffs 
long-distance telephone, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday morning. ‘The 
St. Louis office and the nine offices in 
Ulinois and one in Indiana have all been 
closed permanently. 

Says Firm Is Solvent. 

“The firm is solvent. The custom- 
ers will be paid every cent. 

‘T can’t say how.much there is to 
be paid until the books have been gone 
over. Lawyer Fuple will engage an ac- 
countant and the books will be exam- 
ined carefully. What ever the obliga- 


tions are they will be met. 
“The St. Louis office and most the 


other offices were opened about six 
months ago. The St. Louis business was 
good enough, but that in the smaller 
towns was not heavy.”’ 

F. C. Funk, the lawyer, said: ‘I have 
not had time to look over the books, and 
cannot say what the obligations are. 
I cannot say whether the firm is sol- 
vent or not, but I think every liability 
will be met dollar for dollar. 

“H. C. Schauble, the manager of the 
St. Louis office, has not been around 
since Monday. I don't know where he 
is, and neither does Oakes.”’ 


Other officers of the company were at 
Bluffs, -Waverly, Virdin, Petersburg, 
Jerseyville, Jacksonville and Mount 
Vernon, Ill., and Evansville, Ind. 

The Jacksonville correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch reports that the Schau- 
ble-Oakes business was turned over to 
the Star Commission Co. six weeks ago. 
The business 1s reported to have been 
large. 

J. B. Hayes, manager of the Schau- 
ble-Oakes Commission Co, at Mount 
Vernon, said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er: “The firm has been in_ business 
here the last three months. The amount 
of business is variable. We have a 
large list of customers. There. are no 
complaints. and the business is grow- 
ing. Our bank account is $1600.” | 

The report from Waverly is: ‘Not 
very much business was done here. Of- 
fice is closed now.” 

From Petersburg: ‘‘Business very 
small here. Report of retirement from 
business and that all obligations will 

tled.”’ ' 

os ewe dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from Evansville, Ill.. says: “Mr. Gav- 
itt, who has been in charge of the local 
office of the Schauble-Oakes Commis- 
sion Co., received notice Thursday 
close up and quit business. He say 
that the indebtedness to customers will 
amount to $1500 to $2000 and that he has 
no funds with which to make payments. 
He sent several telegrams to St. Louis, 
which were unanswered, and he then 
learned that Harry Oakes was in Bluffs, 
Ill He has sent a personal messenger 
to confer with Oakes. 

“Schauble-Oakes’ concern had many 
customers nere and in towns in Tllinois, 
Indiana and Kentucky. Business has 
been good, as this was the only firm 
doing business here."’ 

Mrs. H. C. Schauble, wife of the 
managing partner of the Schauble- 
Oakes Commission Co., told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at her home .in 
Longfellow boulevard, near Lafayette 
avenue, Friday that she did not know 
her husband's whereabouts. 

“tie left the house Tuesday morn- 
ing,’ said she. “He took his suitcase, 
but no trunk. He said he was going 
East on business, would write to me 
and would be back soon. 

“] know he will be back. I have a 
reason for knowing. He left me the 
usual money to run the house and 
spok» of no financial difficulties be- 
fore he left. 

“He never left on a trip before 
without letting me know where he 
went. He didn't tell me this tinmie just 
where he was going. 

“My sisters came from Nebraska to 
visit me just at the time he was leav- 
ing. 1 couldn't well leave them, and 
for that reason I did not accompany 
him. He told me he had intended tak- 
ing me. 

“The first I knew of anything un- 
usual in the firm's affairs was yester- 
day when I eard Mr. Oakes was 
coming to St. Louis to close up the 
offices. I am sure my husband will 
be back. I expect to hear from him 
and find out where he is very soon. 

“If he went after financial assist- 
ance he didn’t tell me about it.”

STAMPED ON MAIL 


Uncle Sain Considers Plan Sug- 
gested by World and 
Post-Dispatch. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch” 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—Postmaster- 
General Cortelyou has had a conference 
with Secretary Wilson of the Agricul- 
tural Department, who has. direct 
charge of the Weather Bureau, with a 
view to determining the practicability 
of the Post-Dispatch and World's plan 
of stamping the weather predictions on 
the back of each letter delivered on the 
rural routes. Secretary Wilson was fre- 
quested to furnish the 
partment with data showing the cost ef 
the project and to make suggestions as 
to how the forecasts can be stamped on 
the letters without delaying the mails. 
Already there has been some consider- 
ation of the plan by the Postoffice De- 
partment and it developed that the plan 
of stamping the forecasts on the letters 
may deprive some of the farmers of in- 
formation regarding the weather, as 
those who received no letters would not 
get the weather prediction. Under the 


present system of \sending out cards 
With the weather forecasts stamped on 
them, every farmer who makes a re- 
quest for this obtains it. 

Minor .details must be worked Out and 
the route on which the test is to be 
made must be selected before the de- 
partment makes a final decision as to 
when and where the Post-Dispatch and 
the World's plan will be tested.

Alford W.- Cooley of Westchester, N. 
Y., United States Civil Service Commis- 
sioner and a member of the famous 
“Tennis Board,’’ which, in the strenuous 
unofficial] household of President Roose- 
velt, takes the place of a “kitchen cabi- 
net,”’ is in St. Louis.

He is closer to Rooseyelt than even the 
ranking member of the Cabinet. He can 
get an audience with the President 
while Secretary of State Root, Secretary 
of War Taft and Senator Lodge are 
cooling their heels in the anteroom. 

And all because he is a member of 
the Tennis Board along with Gifford 
Pinchot, chief forester of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; James R. Garfield, 
chief ef the Bureau of Corporations, and 
Lawrence ©. Murray, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. 

Is Close to Roosevelt. 


Mr. Cooley is one of the four men for 
whom the President sends in a general 
alarm when he wants diversion. One 
of his unofficial duties is to be always 
prepared for a call from the White 


House. When the bell taps he rushes 
over to the Executive Mansion equipped 
with a rain coat, an alpenstock, a pair 
of spurs and a tennis racquet. 

There he finds his three companions 
who also have answered the call of the 
wild. If the President tells him to nail 
a stuffed bear to a tree on the White 
House lawn to be used as a target he 
cheerfully obeys the command. In the 
Tennis Board there is no law but 
Teddy's, despite the fact that all of the 
members ate lawyers, except Mr. Pin- 
chot, the ranking member of the board. 

If it should suit the pleasure of the 
President to go for a 10-mile walk ina 
rainstorm Mr. Cooley and the others 
cheerfully act as runners up, though it 
be raining canned veal. Mr. Cooley is 
the youngest man in a high official po- 
sition. He is 33 by*the calendar and 25 
by looks. Many a boy in a high school 
graduating class looks older. 

When he arrived at the Planters Hotel 
he wore a short blue serge coat of last 
year's cut, trousers to match, a very 
broad-brimmed iow-crowned straw hat, 
a high turn-down collar and a small bow 
tie of clamorous scarlet.

Miners Were Marching to 
Ernest, Pa., Depot to Meet 
Official. 





INDIANA, Pa., June 8.—The new min- 


ing town of Ernest, on the Buffalo, 
Rochester & Pittsburg .Railroad, five 
miles from here, was the scene early 
today of a conflict between a detail of 
State constabulary and striking miners, 
in which two strikers were killed and 
six other were wounded. 

Shortly after daylight a body of strik- 
ers, headed by a brass band, marched 
from the Anita mines in Jefferson Coun- 
ty to receive one of the mine officiais 
expected from Punxsutawney. On the 
way to the depot the marchers en¢oun- 
tered a detail of 12 members of the 
State constabulary. As they passed a 
member of the band fired his revolver 
at the troops. f 

No one was struck, but the constab- 
ulary immediately retaliated with a vol- 
ley from their carbines. 

When the smoke cleared eight strikers 
were lying on the ground and the oth- 
ers had fled down the hill. 

Two of those shot were killed instant- 
ly and the six others were seriously 
wounded. The latter were at once re- 
moved to a hospital and the dead were 
carried to Ernest.

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HOW ABOUT THE SUGAR MONOPOLY? 
President Roosevelt saw a great light in the prin- 





\ ciples of taxation when he saw that by abolishing the 


‘Ynternal revenue tax on “denatured alcohol” a Re- 
publican administration could have the credit of mak- 
ing a necessary article cheap enough for the people 
to be able to afford it. 

This is well enough, but how about sugar? There 
is a sugar monopoly, more oppressive than the 
whisky monopoly which controls the output of alco- 
hol under the internal revenue laws. 7 

We use at least seventy-five pounds of sugar a 
year to the head of population in the United States. 
That is all we can afford to use now when it is 
taxed at Dingley rates to protect the Sugar Trust. 
In England, where there is no Dingley tax on it, 
they use 88 pounds * a year, or at the rate of 65 
pounds a year more per family than can be afforded 
at trust prices in the United States. 

Under the Dingley tariff, sugar is taxed at the 
rate of from 65 to 75 cents on each dollar of its 
value to protect the Sugar Trust from competition. 
When, even under these conditions, we consume 
2,767,000 tons of 2240 pounds each, a little calculation 
will show President Roosevelt, or anyone who 
“stands pat” with him for giving the Sugar [rust 
this protection, what it means in possible profits 
extorted from American cohsumers. 

The consumer pays the tax on alcohol whether it 
is an interna] reyenue tax or a tariff tax. Taking 
off the internal revenue tax on one kind of alcohol 
is proclaimed as a great blessing to the consumer. 
We are told that American families may now be able 
to afford aleohol for lamps and chafing dishes. No 
doubt they will. But the sugar bowl is far more im- 
portant to American families than the chafing uish. 
It means millions to the Sugar Trust to be able to 
control it. The same prohibitive taxation which sup- 
ported monopoly and monopoly, prices in denatured 
alcohol, can have no other effect when a monopoly 
is allowed to collect on the consumption of sugar 
all it can of a tariff tax levied against the consumef 
to “protect” monopoly, 

The President has flourished the threat of a fine 
in the face of the Sugar Trust recently, but it has 
gone on as usual collecting tribute from the con- 
sumer. If he is opposed in principle to monopoly he 
has shown that he knows how to reach it in the 
case of sugar as well as of alcohol. If he “stands 
pat” and refuses to do anything but “stand pat” 
on the monopoly rate of protection for the Sugar 
Trust, what does he expect the consumer to do 
about it? ‘

The Citizens’ Campaign Committee for the bond 
issue has sent an appeal to the clergymen of the 
city for a few words of exhortation from their pul- 
pits in behalf of the improvement of the eleemosyn- 
ary institutions. In view of the disgraceful condi- 
tions at the Poorhouse, where the insane and poor 
are huddled together in unsuitable quarters, and of 
the great need of better accommodations for all 
classes of unfortunates, the appeal is reasonable. 
Humanity and decency demand that St. Louis make 
better provision for the poor and afflicted within her 
gates. It ought to be a clearly recognized duty of 
Christian citizenship to vote for the humane care 
of the afflicted. The clergymen of the city might 
well add a few earnest pleas for additional parks and 
playgrounds which make for health and sound mor- 
als among the masses of the people. The moral ob- 
ligations of citizens, as well as their material wel- 
fare, are involved in these bond questions. 








PROF. WHITE’S PLATFORM. 

Prof. J.. U. White, the Republican nominee for 
State Superintendent of Schools, is a candidate with 
a definite program, which he announces in the Post- 
Dispatch. The principal objects for which Prof. 
White says he will work are free Books and better 
salaries. Incidentally he mentions the rather aston- 
ishing fact that some counties in Missouri have no 
high schools. He thinks they ought to have high 
schools and that the country children should have 
as good school opportunities as the city children. 

Several years ago, under’ the leadership of the 
Post-Dispatch, the people of St. Louis decided that 
free books were as essential a part of free education 
as free buildings and free teachers. It was decided 
that it was just as great a hardship to deprive those 
children who could not afford to pay for books of 
educational opportunities, as to deprive those who 
could not pay for tuition. The same rule should ap- 
ply throughout the State. 

Prof. White is right in saying that the average 
salary of $20.a month, or $240 a year, which he says 
prevails in Missouri, is too low. It is impossible to 
get good teachers for this salary, and bad teachers 
are not much better than no teachers. Mr. White 
will be supported in his campaign for bettet pay for 
teachers, certainly by teachers, and by intelligent 
parents. 

As for the Missouri counties which have no high 
schools, there ought to be a campaign of education 
in the counties themselves. The no-;high-school con- 
dition is a greater reflection on the guilty counties 
than it is even on the great State which boasts of 
unsurpassed educational facilities.

If they will not vote a small tax 
for bonds with which to destroy a bridge monopoly 
which has hampered the city’s growth and prosperity 
and to provide the ordinary necessaries and con- 
veniences of the municipality, how can they be ex- 
pected to realize the hope of a greater St. Louis? 
These things must be provided sooner or later. The 
longer they are postponed the greater will be the 
cost and the reproach to the city. ~Vote for them 
next Tuesday.

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HOW ABOUT THE SUGAR MONOPOLY? 

President Roosevelt saw a great light in the prin- 

\ ciples of taxation when he saw that by abolishing the 
internal revenue tax on “denatured alcohol” a Re- 
publican administration could have the credit of mak- 
ing a necessary article cheap enough for the people 
to be able to afford it. 

This is well enough, but how about sugar? There 
is a sugar monopoly, more oppressive than the 
whisky monopoly which controls the output of alco- 
hol under the internal revenue laws. 

We use at least seventy-five pounds of sugar a 
year to the head of population in the United States. 
That is all we can afford to use now when it is 
taxed at Dingley rates to protect the Sugar Trust. 
In England, where there is no Dingley tax on it, 
they use 88 pounds ‘a. year, Or at the rate of 65 
pounds a year more per family than can be afforded 
at trust prices in the United States. 

Under the Dingley tariff, sugar is taxed at the 


rate of from 65 to 75 cents on each dollar of its) 


value to protect the Sugar Trust from competition. 
When, even under these conditions, we consume 
2,767,000 tons of 2240 pounds each, a little caleulation 
will show President Roosevelt, or anyone who 
“stands pat” with him for giving the Sugar Trust 
this protection, what it means in possible profits 
extorted from American cohsumers. 

The consumer pays the tax on alcohol whether it 
is an internal revenue tax or a tariff tax. Taking 
off the internal revenue tax on one kind of alcohol 
is proclaimed as a great blessing to the consumer. 
We are told that American families may now be able 
to afford aleoho] for lamps and chafing dishes. No 
doubt they will. But the sugar bowl is far more im- 
portant to American families than the chafing uish. 
It means millions to the Sugar Trust to be able to 
control it. The same prohibitive taxation which sup- 
ported monopoly and monopoly, prices in denatured 
aleohol, can have no other effect when a monopoly 
is allowed to collect on the consumption of sugar 
all it can of a tariff tax levied against the consumef 
to “protect” monopoly. 

The President has flourished the threat of a fine 
in the face of the Sugar Trust recently, but it has 
gone on as usual collecting tribute from the con- 
sumer. If he is opposed in principle to monopoly he 
has shown that he knows how to reach it in the 
case of sugar as well as of alcohol. If he “stands 
pat” and refuses to do anything but “stand pat” 
on the monopoly rate of protection for the Sugar 
Trust, what does he expect the consumer to do 
about it? 
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It is well that the President should not minee 
matters in speaking of meats.

Prof. J.. U. White, the Republican nominee for 
State Superintendent of Schools, is a candidate with 
a definite program, which he announces in the Post- 
Dispatch.

White says he will work are free books and better 
salaries. Incidentally he mentions the rather aston- 
ishing fact that some counties in Missouri have no 
high schools. He thinks they ought to have high 
schools and that the country children should have 
as good school opportunities as the city children. 

Several years ago, under the leadership of the 
Post-Dispatch, the people of St. Louis decided that 
free books were as essential a part of free education 
as free buildings and free teachers, It was decided 
that it was just as great a hardship to deprive those 
children who could not afford to pay for books of 
educational opportunities, as to deprive those who 
could not pay for tuition. The same rule should ap- 
ply throughout the State. 

Prof. White is right in saying that the average 
salary of $20 a month, or $240.a year, which he says 
prevails in Missouri, is too low. It is impossible to 
get good teachers for this salary, and bad teachers. 
are not much better than no teachers. Mr. White 
will be supported in his campaign for bettet pay for 
teachers, certainly by teachers, and by intelligent 
parents. 

As for the Missouri counties which have no high 
schools, there ought to be a campaign of education 
in the counties themselves. The no;high-school con- 
dition is a greater reflection on the guilty counties 
than it is even on the great State which boasts of 
unsurpassed educational facilities.’

My trade is a 
sausage maker. I have helped make 
nearly all kinds of sausage and I have 
never put spoiled meat in it. and the 
sausage makers eat the sausage for their 
lunch every day in both the independent 
and trust houses; and employes that 
drop meats on the floor or handle with 
dirty hands or dirty trucks are prompt- 
ly discharged. 

All hams are prepared with salt brine, 
70 to 7 per cent, and there are no 
chemicals put in meats of any kind that 
won't conform to all pure food laws, 
German and American. The reports that 
some of the packipg house men make 
are untrue and v' easonable. 

I want the public to know that you 
can't make sausage Out of spoiled meat, 
It would sour in the smokehouse and
